‘Ideas’ 


“The following are strictly my 
own ideas as‘one concerned about 
the ineptness with which his gov- 
ernment has handled affairs in 
the Orient. 

“TI believe that in 1950 the Chi- 
nese Communists wanted to try 
to take Formosa but the Russians 
practically forced them to invade 
North Korea instead. I do not 
think that the Russians have any 
particular interest in the present 
to-do about Formosa; in fact, feel- 
ing that the Chinese are slip, ing 
a iittle from their control, they 
may even show them how impo- 
tent they are alone by standing 
to one side. To me, however, 
Formosa is a symbol to hundreds 
of thousands of Chinese all over 
the world—a veritable rallying 
point! Even more, it is the flick- 
ering hope of other countries in 
the Orient who want to belong 
to our side but are determined 
at all costs to be on the winning 


team—compromise on Formosa is - 


tantamount to conceding the en- 
tire Far Kast. 

“For some reason, I believe 
that the balance of power is again 
shifting to the Orient and all of 
the undecided nations there are 
watching to see how we conduct 
ourselves. 

“It was for this reason that I 
felt the importance -of the pris- 
oner-of-war question in Korea far 
transcended the welfare of the 
prisoners directly involved—it be- 
came a point of whether or not

“It is my conviction . . . that 
the third .world war will start 
when and if Russia so desires— 
the time and place will be of her 
choosing. Further, until Russia 
is ready, nothing short of major 
aggression will provoke her into 
changing her schedule... . 

“While I make no particular 
piea for Chiang Kai-shek I think 
he has reacted as might be ex- 
pected. He has been no better 
nor no worse than we had any 
reason to believe he would be. 
Tachen Island in itself has no 
particular strategic significance 
but it will be another victory for 
the Chinese Communists and by 
a succession of these victories, 
they have been able to achieve 
an illusion of strength that far 
exceeds their actual potential. 
Therefore, I believe Formosa 
should, under no circumstances, 
be neutralized... .’’

No Solution Yet, 
Bakarice Reports

Bakaric, one of the country’s top 
Communist leaders and president 
of the Croatian Parliament. 

No formal proclamation to this 
effect was made, “‘nor is one 
necessary,’”’ Bakaric added. He 
made it clear that no further 
thought was being given to a 
future attempt at this type of 


socialization of the land, as once 
was indicated. 

Bakaric’s disclosure, during an 
interview at his office here, 
marked the final step in Yugo- 
slavia’s reversal of her forced 
collectivization policy. When 
Yugoslavia was part of the Soviet 
bloc, and even for some time 
after the break in 1948, this coun- 
try led the Soviet satellites in 
forcing the peasants into Soviet- 
type collective farms. 


PRESSURE WANED 


By 1951, however, the pressure 
on the peasants waned. Last 
year a decree was issued permit- 
ting the peasants to retire from 
the collectives if they chose to 
do so. This they did with alacrity. 

Nevertheless, it was stressed 
at the time by the nation’s lead- 
ers that collectivization of agri- 
culture was still regarded as an 
essentially good policy. It was 
said that the level of “Socialist 
consciousness’’ of the peasants 
was not sufficiently high to carry 
it out. 

According to the latest avail- 
able figure, there are now fewer 
than 1,000 collectives throughout 
the country. At their height there! 
‘were 6,797, They are known as 
‘peasant working cooperatives as 
distinguished from the general 
cooperatives of the Western type. 


“REMNANTS” 


In Croatia, Bakaric said, there 
are now about 200 ‘“‘remnants’’ 
of the old collectives, a drop from 
'1,600. He said they were being 
constantly reorganized, the trend 
being toward the Western-type 
cooperative but with many varia- 
tions. 

As a result of the reorgahiza- 
tion, which leads to more liberal 
conditions for the participants, 
Bakaric said, these collectives 
were successful in returning a 
profit. However, he conceded 
that the bigger farm units were 
behind the small individual farms 
in their development. 

“Discussions are continuing on 
this problem,”’ he declared. ‘‘We 
have not found a solution yet, 
but it is clear that we will not go 
back to collectivization, forced or

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30,000 Youngsters 
Cannot Be Ignored 


The General Assembly this week will 
be handed details of the toughest problem 
facing the state government when the 
GEA and educational leaders hand them 
the facts about what is happening in 
Georgia schools. 


The problem will not be ignored. It 
extends from the elementary grades 
through high school and through the Uni- 
versity System, It is primarily one of 
growing enrollments and of providing the 
classrooms, the teachers, transportation 
and facilities to take care of them. 


Enrollment is increasing in the ele- 
mentary and high schools at a rate 
exceeding 30,000 annually. In fact, the 
1954 fall enrollment was about 60,000 
more than in 1953. The growing school 
population of the past few years is now 
overflowing into the high schools and 
and colleges. 


Dr. Harmon Caldwell and the Board 
of Regents of the University System say 
the system will have to curtail some of 
its activities June 30 unless more money 
is forthcoming from the state. The sys- 
tem is now operating on the same ap- 
propriations it was allotted when there 
were 4,000 fewer students. 


Georgia has made a lot of progress in 
its school system in the past decade and 
is now spending more of its government 
budget on education than on any other 
item. But the number of pupils continues 
to exceed all expectations and estimates. 

Attempts to keep up are outdated be- 
fore they become effective. 


The state’s school building program is 
proceeding on schedule, thanks to the au- 
thority set up to do the job. Adequate 
housing for most of the youngsters is in 
sight. But the need for new classrooms 
has not yet been appeased. More will be 
needed. 


Georgia’s problem is not peculiar to 
this state. Enrollment in elementary grade 
schools is now almost 28,000,000 in the 
nation. Next year it will be more than 
29,000,000. By 1960, enrollment is ex- 
pected to jump to 33,500,000. 

Nationwide, 117,000 classrooms should 
be added each year for grade and high 
schools to maintain existing standards. 
The number being built this year is only 
50,000. This means the country is falling 
behind. 

The national problem, however, does 
not make Georgia’s any less. The admin- 
istration, the General Assembly and the 
people must somehow meet it. The alter- 
native is deterioration of educational up- 
portunities for our young people. 


One Note of Hope 


In French Politics 


With the eyes of most of the world on 
the Formosa Straits and the little group 
of islands called the Tachens, not many 
looked upon the fall of Pierre Mendes- 
France. 


More than any premier since the libera- 
tion of his country in 1945, he had set the 
France house in order. Her currency be- 
came more stable, bonds more valuable 
and her entire economy and national 
spirit showed vast improvement. But be- 
cause he moved forthrightly and had 
stepped on the tails of many of the old 
and arrogant political fat cats he made 
enemies. 


France has had a multiplicity of parties. 
This is one of her curses, but even some 
of these split over Mendes-France. The 
Communists, who hated him, joined in 
the attack so he was defeated by bitter 
vindictive men, The treaty of Paris, which 
was to bring West Germany into the 
European Pact against communism, will 
be long delayed if not wrecked. 


The outlook is distressing and dis- 
couraging. There is, however, a note of 
hope. Mendes-France will still continue 
to fight. New legislation governing 
French political methods became effec- 
tive this month. If any two governments 
fall within a period of 18 months, the 
government may call for national elec- 
tions. In the immediate period of dis- 
order, Mendes-France and his forces can 
organize. The governments which suc- 
ceed him have little chance of stability. 
Most of France’s young politicians are 
with him. In allowing personal vindica- 
tiveness to rule France, the fat, lazy old 
cats, who have so long dominated French 
politics, may be well on the way to losing 
the last of their many political lives. 

We all hope so. 


Indiana Plans Survey 


Of Government Services 


The financial plight of the state gov- 
ernment, an ailment common across the 
land, has the state of Indiana looking 
into an interesting proposition. Is it pos-

sible tax money is buying too much in 
government and too little in service? 

The Hoosiers have hired the Cleve- 
land, Ohio, firm of Robert Heller and 
Associates to recommend steps that would 
streamline the state government. The sur- 
vey will start with the highway depart- 
ment. It will take a year and cost $213,600. 

Robert Heller is a management engi- 
neer. With his associates, he has studied 
and recommended organizational changes 
in private industry and in the national 
government. Mr. Heller was a visitor and 
a speaker in Atlanta last year. The Indi- 
ana project is the first state project his 
firm has tackled. 

The objective is reorganization to 
eliminate some agencies and committees, 
to cut out overlapping of jurisdiction and 
services; in short, to provide better gov- 
ernment at less cost. 

Georgia House Speaker Marvin Moate 
and Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver indicated 
in a recent interview that our state could 
stand the same kind of treatment. Mr. 
Moate referred specifically to the 63 com- 
mittees in the House and to the need for 
reducing the number. 

Of course, no survey, Indiana, Georgia 
or anywhere else . .'. is worth a dime 
unless its prescriptions are filled and 
followed. 


Surely, the surveys and the remedies 
are needed. Local, state and federal, there 
has been a piling up of agencies and au- 
thorities, boards and bureaus, commit- 
tees and commissions until no one can 
possibly know the ABC’s of government. 
Like the two loving octopuses, the agen- 
cies stroll off arm in arm. And the tax- 
payer foots the bills for the excursion.

The Rights of Others 
Should Be Remembered 


A St. Louis judge in his wisdom has 
reprimanded a citizen of that city for 
driving so slowly that he blocked traffic. 

According to police who arrested him, 
the overly cautious motorist almost gave 
other drivers apoplexy by creeping along 
a main artery at approximately 10 miles 
an hour. When police arrived to investi- 
gate the jam, he slowed down to two or 
three miles an hour. Apparently there 


was no law against this, so police followed 
him until he broke a traffic ordinance 
by cutting ahead of other cars into another 
traffic lane. 


In his defense the motorist offered 
newspaper clippings of St. Louis’ current 
safety campaign, and a complicated set 
of home-drawn diagrams to show he 
was doing the right thing. The judge fi- 
nally let him off with a suspended fine 
and a stiff lecture that concluded that a 
man of the offender’s temperament should 
have his license revoked. 


Tests for drivers’ licenses are not near- 
ly tough enough, and temperament is one 
of the important factors overlooked. The 
man who knows his rights and insists on 
them, regardless, not only is a pest at the 
controls of a car but wherever else he and 
his self-righteousness cross the paths of 
ordinary tolerant human beings.

‘Answer to Brain Washing’ 


Rear Adm. Daniel V. Gallery, who skippered the World War I 
carrier that captured the only German submarine ever ‘‘taken alive”’ 
on the high seas, is a peppery sea dog with vigorous views. 

In particular, the admiral has some intriguing ideas on how we 
should combat Communist brain washing. The admiral recently out- 
lined his plan in a Saturday Evening Post article, but with the ad- 
monition that his opinions are not to be construed as representing 


those of the Navy. 

The Gallery proposal is to forget 
ebout the Geneva convention which 
requires a prisoner of war to give 
only his name, rank and serial 
number. Instead the President by 
executive order would direct mem- 
bers of our armed forces that if 
taken captive by the Communists 
they could confess to anything, sign 
any documents, appear on radio 
and television. But at the same 
time the President would inform 
the world of our new policy. People 
of Communist countries might con- 
tinue to swallow such propaganda 
as germ warfare. The rest of the 
world would find it mighty silly. 

The admiral has bitter comment 
for the court-martialing of men 
who succumbed to brain washing. 

‘‘Compare how we treat a brain- 
washed GI with the treatment 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
even for criminals,” he writes. “A 
soldier who had an obviously false 
confession tortured out of him can 
be tried by court-martial for giving 
aid and comfort to the enemy. A 
criminal who has a true confession 
beat out of him by the police goes 
scot free if he can prove that he 
was forced to tell the truth about 
an actual crime.” 

The admiral’s ‘‘tell ‘em any- 


thing’ plan seems promising. Cer- 
tainly, the military services have 
come forward with no satisfactory 
answer to brain washing. Of 
course, a line would still have to 
be drawn between mere garrulity 
and deeds that either benefit the 
enemy or harm fellow prisoners. 
But such deeds are easier to prove 
than the guilt of a man who con- 
fesses under mental or physical 
torture.

Questions Persist 


WASHINGTON—The questions 
most frequently asked this correspondent about 
Formosa, together with the best answers I can 


obtain, are these: 


which are 


Question—Is war coming over the Formosa issue? 

Answer—It can’t be ruled out, but the White House, the Pentagon 
and the Central Intelligence Agency are convinced that war would 
be nearer today if Red China had been left in doubt whether we 
would defend Formosa and the Pescadores. 


Question—Would it be all-out war 
or limited war? 

Answer—That depends upon the 
Chinese Communists. Our objec- 
tive is no war; our objective is 
a cease-fire for both sides; our 
objective is to secure Formosa and 
the Pescadores from Communist 
conquest. 


If the Communists attack, we 
would aim to limit our military 
action to checkmate the attack. 
Our purpose would be to defend 
Formosa powerfully but to cir- 
cumscribe the fighting, not extend 
it. But if Red China persisted in 
the attack, the danger of all-out 
war would certainly be present. 

Question—How can the admin- 
istration be so sure that U.S. 
ground troops would not have to 
be used if Red China attacks For- 
mosa? 

Answer — Because our military 
objective is to defend Formosa, 
not to make war against the Chin- 
ese mainland. For that defense we 
believe that American air and 
naval power would be sufficient. 
The view of the Pentagon is that 
Chiang “has ground troops run- 
ning out of his ears and that they 
are good,’’

But it reduces, the 
danger of war by miscalculation.

The new oil-natural gas drive to 
tear down federal regulation is di- 
rected at the consumer in an at- 
tempt. to prove that removal of 
regulation and return to ‘‘competi- 
tive conditions” will help the con- 
sumer rather than hurt him. That

through the rainswept Formosa 
Strait Sunday to evacuate the 
Tachens and the nearby Yushan 
and Pishan Island, 


Early today the Nationalist 
government announced that the 
14,000 crack troops on the Tach- 
ens were being shifted to other 
island outposts such as Matsu 
and Quemoy. 

The announcement said the 
United States had “indicated its 
decision’ to help defend ‘“‘such 
related positions and territories 
which are, in its view, essential 
to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores.”’ It did not name 
those positions. 

The U.S. 7th Fleet sailed into 
Tachen waters with loaded guns 
and armed planes. Its 45,000 sea- 
men and airmen were backed by 
3,000 more men of a U.S. jet task 
force. 

American sea and air might 
was ready to smash any Commu- 
nist effort to interfere with the 
evacuation, all officials had made 
clear. 

* Nationalist officials dropped a 
curtain of secrecy around mili- 
tary operations in the ‘Tachens 
preparatory to the evacuation. 


DISMANTLING HOMES 


. Nationalist forces there, togeth- 
er with groups of the 18,000 civil- 
jans, were reported hurrying 
preparations. They were disman- 
tling everything, including pri- 
vate homes, to leave the islands 
barren for the Communists. 

Four pontoon plers had been 
built for the transfer of the evac- 
uees from shore to ship. Ameri- 
can LSDs (landing ship, dock) 
were accompany Chinese Nation- 
eiist LSMs (landing ship, me- 
djum) to Tachen. 

The Nationalist ships will take 
ihe evacuated troops from the 
beaches to the larger American 
ships, and the LSDs will take 
care of any Nationalist ships that 
might be damaged. 

In a precautionary move, jet 
planes of the U.S. 5th Air Force 
were assigned to ‘‘defensive 
duty” for the protection of For- 
mosa against any raids by the 
Reds from the mainland. 

Chinese military sources . said 
the evacuation would include the 
Yushan Islands, 32 miles north 
of Tachen, and Pishan Island, 32 
miles south. 

They said both Yushan and 
Pishan were indefensible with the 
Tachens in Red hands. The next 
Nationalist outpost to the south 
was Nanchi, 80 miles below the 
Tachens. 

Dispatches from Tachen said 
the Nationalist troops had been 
ordered to embark “‘in orderly 
fashion and in full combat readi- 
ness."" They said there was 
‘“‘much excitement on the eve of 
the evacuation,”’ but no panic. 


“NOT A RETREAT” 


“The high army command and 
political workers had a hard time 
convincing the troops that it was 
not a retreat,” one dispatch said. 

Nationalist officials indicated 

‘all day Sunday and on into the 
night that théy were about to 
issue a significant statement on 
‘the evacuation. 
‘ The government information 
-bureau finally put it out at 1:30 
‘a.m, today (12:30 p.m. Sunday 
EST). It said: 

“In order to meet a new chal- 
Jenge of international Commu- 
‘nist aggression, the government 
‘of the Republic of China has de- 
cided to redeploy the forces de- 
fending certain off-shore islands, 
and to strengthen the defense of 
other important islands such as 
Quemoy, Matsu, etc., with the 
forces now in the Tachen area. 

“Through such consolidation, 
the defense of Formosa and the 
Pescadores and other off-shore 
islands will be strengthened. 


COOPERATION 

“The government of the Re- 
public of China, in the spirit of 
Chinese-American cooperation in 
the joint defense of their respec- 
tive territories in the Western 
Pacific, has consulted with the 
U. S. government concerning the 
redeployment of forces of the 
Tachen area. 

‘In furtherance of the, close 
cooperation between [the two 
countries in the security and de- 
fense of Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores, the government of the 
United States has indicated to 
the government of the Republic 
of China its decision to join in 
the defense of such related posi- 
tions and territories which are, 
in its view, essential to the de- 
fense of Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores., 

“It has also indicated its de- 
cision to assist in and give pro- 
tective cover for the redeploy- 
ment of our forces of the Tachen 
area. 

“The government of the Re- 
public of China, regarding the 
decisions of the government of 
the United States as added proof 
of the solidarity of the two coun- 
tries in promoting the freedom 
and security in. the Asian and 
Pacific area and the general 
cause of the free world, has sig- 
nified its welcome to these de- 
cisions."’

world organization would still 
play the role of ‘‘observer’’ in the 
Formosa area, as it did in Korea 
at the outbreak of the war on that 
peninsula. 

Dulles landed at the Military 
Air Transport terminal tonight 
in the middle of a mid-winter 
downpour. He told reporters that 
on his flight from the Bahamas 
he had stopped for an afternoon’s 
visit with Bernard Baruch at 
Georgetown, §.C., where Baruch 
has a residence. 


NOTHING STARTLING 


The secretary said that during 
his week’s absence from Wash- 
ington he had been in constant 
communication with the White 
House but ‘‘nothing startling hap- 
pened.”’ 

The -administration does not 
expect the Communists to make 
any serious military effort to 
interfere with the U.S, Fleet's 
evacuation of the Nationalists 
from the Tachen Islands, 200 
miles north of Formosa. 

Nor does it believe that the 
Communists will try an amphibi- 
ous invasion of Formosa and the 
Pescadores in the foreseeable 
future, but an assault on Quemoy 
and Matsu, close by the shore of 
China, is not ruled out. 

Accordingly, the U.S. govern- 
ment would like to have some 
objective observers on the scene 
to keep the world organization in- 
formed of developments which 
might endanger the peace. 
OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

Other developments on the 
Formosa question were as fol- 
lows: 

1. Secretary of State Dulles 
prepared to go before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to- 
morrow to urge Senate ratifica- 
tion of the mutual assistance 
treaty with the Republic of China. 

2. The administration clarified 
its position on the legal status 
of Formosa, and was prepared 
to make clear to the Senate that 
ratification of the treaty with 
Chiang Kai-shek would not give 
him, legal sovereignty over For- 
mosa and the Pescadores. 

3. Rep. Joseph W. Martin Jr., 
of Massachusetts, the House Re- 
publican leader, told a television 
audience (on the CBS “Face The 
Nation”’ program) that he did not 
believe Communist China could 
“hold out 30 days” in a war with 
the United States. 

4. Sen. Russell B. Lone (D.- 
La.) and Rep. Walter Judd (R- 
Minn.) told other television audi- 
ences that they thought the 
chances of war with Communist‘ 
China had been reduced by the 
Congress’ recent resolution au- 
thorizing the President to help 
defend Formosa, the Pescadores 
and related areas. 


DELICATE COURSE 


The administration is commit- 
ted for the time being to a deli- 
cate, and in some ways a danger- 
ous course of policy over Quemoy, 
Matsu, the Tachens, and the 
other islands close to the China 
mainland. 

Officials are Ttineasy for the 
moment about the element of 
mishap in the 7th Fleet's evacu- 
ation of the Nationalists from the 
Tachens. It is not so much that 
they think the Communists are 
foolish enough to launch a major 
air attack against U.S. ships, but 
there is always the danger that 
sea-mines sown in the region of 
the Tachens at night might sink 
one or more of the U.S. craft. 

They do not relish, either, the 
lonely position of the United 
States in its implied commit- 
ments to help defend Quemoy and 
Matsu. The President has insisted 
—despite repeated appeals from 
Chiang—on maintaining some 
freedom of action about the de- 
fense of these islands, and he has 
repeatedly refused to allow 
Chiang to state publicly that the 
United States was committed to 
defend these specific islands. 


BRITISH POLICY 
Nevertheless, he has encour- 
aged the Nationalists to believe 


islands, though he has been told 
specifically by the British govern- 
ment that he cannot expect any 
help from that quarter for Que- 
moy and Matsu. The British have 
said publicly that they regard 
these islands as belonging to the 
Peiping regime. 

In spite of this British policy, 
the U.S. government does not 
feel that it can withdraw its im- 
plied commitment to defend Que- 
moy and Matsu without encour- 
aging the Communists to attagk 
them= and without encouraging 
the rest of Asia to believe that 
Washington constantly submits 
to threats. 

On the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores, however, thé po- 
sition of the government and its 
allies are more alike. In. the 
Senate, as in the alliance, there 
is a difference of opinion about 
the advisability of undertaking, 
even conditionally, to defend 
Quemoy and Matsu, but there is 
overwhelming agreement in the 
Pentagon, in the State Depart- 
ment, in the Foreign Relations 
Committee and with the British 
that a Communist attempt to 
take Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores by force of arms must be 
blocked by combined military ac- 
tion, if necessary. 

STATUS OF ISLANDS 

There is agreement between 
Washington and London, 
about the legal status of Formosa 
and the Pescadores, despite pub- 
lished reports to the contrary. 
Some prominent Democrats have 
suggested that the signing of a 
mutual defense agreement with 
Chiang will change the legal 
status of these territories and 
give the Nationalists sovereignty 
over them. 

Dulles will reject this argu- 
ment when he testifies on the 
treaty this week. He will assert 
that the administration does not 
regard the sovereignty of For- 
moss and the Pescadores as hav- 
ing been settled. His view is that 
the treaty will not give Chiang 
sovereignty over these islands. 

The position of the administra- 
tion is that these territories were 
handed over to the Allied and

Last February, an overweight 
who had been warned by her 
doctor to reduce without delay, 
picked up the paper and read 
the promise that any overweight 
who started that day could be 
20 pounds lighter by Easter .. . 
and without going hungry. She 
wrote later that she had been 
highly skeptical since she was 
always hungry and never able 
to stick with a diet. The day 
before Easter, she weighed in on 
the doctor’s scales 20 pounds 
lighter! Any overweight who 
would be happy to weigh 20 
pounds less, tume in here... . 


FUEL VALUE 


One pound of body fat has a 
fuel value of 3,500 calories—that 
takes the water content of the 
fat into account.’ The rate of 
weight loss depends of course 
on the number of stored calories 
burned for energy, and this is 
set by your daily calorie deficit. 
That may sound technical, It’s 
simply this: If you normally use 
2,100 calories a day and you eat 
only 1,100 calories, then nature 
will draw on body fat for 1,000 
calories a day. If you stay on 
that diet for one week, you will 
burn 7,000 calories in body fat, 
which figures 2 pounds a week 
weight loss. Stay on the 1,100 
calorie diet for 10 weeks and you 
will lose 20 pounds. Start now, 
and by Easter Sunday, which is 
April 10th, you will be 20 pounds 
lighter. ,

protein, minerals and vitamins,

The new antituberculosis rem- 
edies are producing results our 
forefathers never could have 
visualized. 

Ten years ago, for example, 
every child victim of tuberculous 
meningitis died. Today 88 per 
cent are saved. 

What is the difference between 
primary (childhood) and secon- 
dary (adult) tuberculosis of the 
lungs? Virtually everyone is ex- 
posed at some time during life 
to the causative bacilli. These 


organisms are inhaled but do 
not invade the tissues unless con- 
ditions are suitable. Should they 
succeed in taking hold, however, 
the lower part of the respiratory 
passageways is the favored site. 


If X-rays were made, a shad- 
ow would be revealed, but the 
lesion rarely is discovered at 
this stage because the youngster 
seldom is ill enough to demand 
medical attention. 

This is the primary infection 
and after it develops, the tissues 
throughout the body are sen- 
sitized thereafter to the tubercle 
bacillus. 

Before the invasion, the tu- 
berculin test would have been 
negative but now is _ positive. 
Thus a positive result means 
that a primary infection has oc- 
curred and, in a child, it must 
be of recent origin.

In later years, should a per- 
son who has had the primary 
infection contract tuberculosis, 
he develops the secondary 
(adult) form of the disease. Lung 
changes differ from those pro- 
duced by the childhood lesion. 
They are ‘more extensive be- 
cause the victim is sensitized to 
tubercle bacilli. 

Twenty-five years ago almost 
every adult showed signs of hav- 
ing encountered primary tuber- 
culosis. Nowadays, the percent- 
age is lower as there is less ex- 
posure and children are healthier 
and better able to withstand the 
initial contact with the organism. 

Primary tuberculosis is more 
serious than the secondary type. 
From 1930 to 1946, 980 youngsters 
with positive tuberculin tests and 
X-rays were admitted to the 
pediatric wards of Bellevue hos- 
pital.
